In 1950 in the forest near the village of Remete a Soviet Army unit encircled 
a partisan unit and serious firing commenced 0 The Army unit found much canned 
food* clothing^ and small arms with ammunition, 

" ' the police used 

to hire spies against the partisan groups. After receiving news of partisan 
activity* the police staged a raid* usually without success. If firing started 
between the police and the partisans* the policemen suffered the heavier losses 0 
In 1951* after a police raid against the partisans in the Carpathian Mountains* 

70 to 80 dead and wounded policemen were brought back to Uzhgorod, 25X1 

In 1952, partisans poisoned the food at th e military camp located in the forest 
of Ungdaroc* 14 km, northeast of Uzhgorod, I I 

I las a result of this action approximately 80 soldiers died and 160 to 160 
were made ill. After this incident* the Army completely burned and destroyed 
this camp. 

In June or July 1952* the Soviet Army received information from informants that 
there was a hidden warehouse in Oerdaima* a small village three km, southwest 
of Uzhgorod, The Army encircled the village and found hidden under a barn boots* 
disassembled motorcycles* disassembled horse-drawn army carts* mines* hand 
grenades* three machine guns* and rifles with ammunition. The collected material 
was enough to equip a whole company. The owner of the barn and his neighbors 
were arrestsd and they* with all members of their families* were taken to the 
MVD in Uzhgorod, 

1 in I |1952 partisans blew up a small railroad 

bridge near the Verecke Pass, I I at this time 

there was no railroad traffic on this line for three days,
